At the same time he drew a revol- 


ver and covered both policemen, forc- 
ing Smith to 
throw 
up his liands. 


Whether he would 
have shot them 


with the deadly automatic which he 
held close to their heads is a prob- 
lem. He had no chance to act. Mrs. 
Sherman had heard tho scuffle and, 
seizing an ironing board, she began 
to raiu blows on the heart and shoul- 
ders of the robber. 


He seemed dazed by the assault. IJe 


bent his head forward, .pushed back 
and dashed down the hallway. 


Policeman Smith was* the first to 


recover himself, and Hughes was soon 
on'his feet also. The officers .ran af- 
ter their man and 
Mrs. Sherman 


Joined In the chase. Both policemen 
opened fire when they reached the 
sidewalk and their shots • were 
re- 


turned by the burglar. 


BYSTANDER SHOT. 


The air literally rained bullets for 


a few moments and neighbors who 
had been attracted by tho commo- 
tion quickly sought cover. -Finally, 
believing himself cornered, the burg- 
lar ran 
into an 
alleyway just as 


Peterson, who had been delivering 
milk, came forth from the same pas- 
sage. 
A bullet from the revolver of 


one of the officers struck him'In the 
abdomen and he fell seriously, if riot 
fatally, wounded. 


An ambulance call was sent iri for 


him just as Mrs. Sherman's little son 
Hoyt, aged 8, ran up. 
On learning 


the situation the youngster hurried 
away and notified Policemen McHugh 
and Van Dorn, whom he' found sev- 
eral .blocks, off. 
These .-.officers, to- 


gether with Patrolmen Thorps and 
Hawkins, who had also been detailed 
to look for the burglar, who was daily 
making hauls in the Panhandle dis- 
trict, came up. 


BURGLAR, SHOT. 


With Hughes and Smith the other 


four patrolmen formed 
a 
cordon 


around the block bounded by Hayes, 
Clayton, Cole arid Grove streets. For 
20 minutes they failed to find 
a 
trace of their man. Finally, while 
scouting through a vacant lot, Hughes 
caught sight of him and fired. 
The 


bullet struck the man in the right 
leg, splintering the bone and caus- 
ing an injury which will probably 
force the amputation of the limb. 


Tho wound was not enough, how- 


ever, to. stop the man and he hedged 
away and was once more lost to view. 
The- police did not know what had 
become of him, but John Hayes, pro- 
prietor of a garage at 2076 
Grove 


street, did. The robber hid behind an 
automobile and, as Hayes attempted 
to pass, pressed his automatic to the 
young man's head and .told him if he 
didn't keep quiet he would be dead in 
two minutes.. 


OFFICERS ARRIVE. 


With that the officers began- to 
approach from a vacant lot at tho 
rear of the garage and : the burglar 
stepped to the door and exchanged 
shots with them. He (was still, firing 
when Stanley Wall, an employe of the 
place residing at 368 Seventh avenue, 
picked up a large sledgehammer and 
brought it down upon the neck of the 
culprit. 
His arms • fell to his sides 


listless and yet he did not lose his 
presence of mini}. The next thought 
that entered his mind was evidently 
one of suicide. 
He put the gun to 


his head and pressed the trigger, but 
no shot was fired. 
A second later 


Policeman 
McHugh 
suddenly 
ap- 


peared at thg door, shoved his pistol 
in the man's face and 'cocked 
the 
weapon. 


"I surrender," feebly moaned the 


robber, as ^ie handed his revolver to 
his captor. 


ROBBEK FAINTS. 


A moment later he had fainted from 
loss 
of 
blood which had 
soaked 
through Ma trousers and came from 
the wounded leg. The police auto-r 
mobile from the Park station was in 
the neighborhood and took him to 
the hospital, where it was found that 
the bullet had caused a bad splinter 
of the tibia and tho man was suffering 
excruciating ag*ony. 


At first he refused to speak, but 
later gave his name as Frank Dale, 
but refused his address. 
As he' lay 


on a. cot at the hospital he was pos- 
itively identified by E. A. Foster of 
G23A 'Frederick street .as the man 
who had broken into Connelly Broth- 
ers' grocery store, 
,, Frederick 
and 
Hayes streets, some time since and 
stolen Jli. 
Other residents of the 


vicinity believed they had seen him 
and the police are certain that ho is 
the man who has , boon ransacking 
rooms In wholesale fashion for many 
weeks past.

burglar Is under heavy guard at the 
City and County hospital.

man, forming positive evidence of Ms' 
guilt.

AN FRANCISCO, March 8.— 
A good many of hia friends 
have been speculating why 
Frank Lane gave up his place 
on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, where he has 
made good and is perma- 
nently fixed, with a salary 
more inviting than the pay of 
a cabinet officer, to take a 
seat in the cabinet. Some of 
his friends are disposed to 


doubt the wisdom oi' the change, and, knowing his 
aversion to conflict, cannot understand why he 
chose to go under fire in a position that has been a 
storm center of politics for the last three years. 


I am the sphynx able to solve the mystery. Lane 


aspires to a seat on the Federal Supreme bench. He 
will take a Circuit Judgship if he cannot get an ap- 
pointment to the Supreme Court, hoping for future 
elevation. A judicial office would be more in accorcl 
with his temperament and ambition than any elec- 
tive office or one strictly political in character. 


If Judge Morrow should retire, as has been an- 


nounced, no one should be surprised if Lane should 
^e appointed to succeed him. It would be a good 
stepping stone to the Supreme Bench in case a 


. vacancy should occur during Wilson's term, which 


is not unlikely as several of the judges have passed 
the three score and ten mark. 
Who Will Get De Haven's Place? 


The aspirants to the District Judgeship made 


vacant by the death of Judge De Haven are multi- 
tudinous, and likewise vociferous. Some of them 
are jokes, and others -worse. But only three can 
said to be in the running—Judge Shields of Sacra- 
mento, Judge Nicol or1 Tuolumne and Jvldge Dooling 
of San Benito. 


Judge Nicol appears to be in the lead, with Judge 


Shields a close second. There are some weak spots 
in Judge Dooling's judicial record which do not look 
well under cold inspection. It is assumed that the 
Attorney-General will be consulted about judicial 
appointments. It is known that McReynolds is a 
jgreat stickler for ethics and judicial propriety. He 
was formerly a law lecturer at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, and he views with a disapproving eye anythmg 
savoring of irregularity, partisanship or political 
expediency on the bench. 


Judge Dooling presided in a fake prosecution in- 


stituted by E. P. E. Troy to save Fremont Older" 
from 'being prosecuted in real earnest in ^another 
court, and continued to sit in the case after it was 
shown that the complainant was in collusion with 
the defendant. Older had been held for trial in 
Kern County on a charge of criminally 
libelling 


William Si Tevis. Troy filed a complaint against 
Older in the Superior Court of San Francisco for. 
the purpose of depriving the Kern County court of 
jurisdiction. He admitted as'much on the. witness 
stand, and said the proceeding was suggested 
by 


Supervisor D. J. Murphy, a close friend of Older's. 
He also admitted that he instituted the fake prose- 
cution to help Older out of a hole. 


In the face of the^e admissions Dooling, who had 


been called in to sit in Judge Dunne's stead, con- 
tinued to sit, and gave his judicial endorsement to 
the mock collusive-prosecution. During the proceed- 
ings he took occasion to slur the State Supreme 
Court and manifested a spirit of partisanship which 
did not comport with judicial propriety. Judge 
Dooling's action in the Coleman case also subjected 
him to much adverse criticism and alienated" the 
good opinion^ of some of his warmest admirers.

eatty and other members of the Supreme Court, 
ad many influential Democrats throughout 
the 


State. But Judge Nicol has powerful supporters 
close to the President. He stands high with the 
judiciary and the bar, and has the support of Sena- 
tor Works, who supported Wilson in the late cam- 
paign. He resides in Judge Raker's district, and 
has the support of Church and Kettner, the other 
two Democratic Congressmen. 
It is understood 


that Raker would like the place himself, but if he 
cannot win he will have to get behind Nicol. He 
has a high opinion of Shields, but he can hardly go 
out of his district to oppose so able and popular a 
constituent as Judge Nicol. 


Former Congressman Marion De Vries, at pres- 


ent president ol the national board of appraisers, 
is also a strong advocate of Nicol's appointment, 
and Frank Lane is very favorably disposed toward 
him. 


All this gives Nicol a potent leverage. Moreover, 


his fight is being directed by that astute politician, 
Gavin McNab. It looks like the fight had practi- 
cally narrowed down to Nicol and Shields, with the 
chances at present in favor of Nicoi. , 
Phelan's Political Manipulations 


I met one of j^ur Alameda Democrats yester-

"Who told you Phelan made a speech at the ban- 


quet?" demanded my Bourbon acquaintance.

papers, but he did not attend the banquet. He did 
not even send his political valet, Charlie Fay, to 
represent him. We liked his speech all right, for \ve 
didn't have to listen to it." 


The contest between J. 0. Davis, chairman of the 


Democratic State Committee, and Charlie Fay has 
ended, Phelan has endorsed Fay for Collector of 
the Port. 
But Davis refut>es to lie down, and his 


friends do not hesitate to charge Phelan with bad 
faith. They say Phelan is a hog and a would-be 
boss, and is playing for personal advantage regard- 
less of the interests of the party and the claims of 
individual members of it who performed the real 
hard work during the recent campaign and bore 
the heat and burden of the fray while Phelan made 
a contribution to the campaign fund and let it go at 
that. 


But Phelan may not have so much to say about 


P'ederal appointments as is popularly imagined in 
San Francisco. Phelan wants to be Ambassador to 
Austria-Hungary. If Wilson gives him the Vienna 
mission, he may consider that appointment, equal 
to a cabinet position in dignity, full pay for all 
Phelan's services. Wilson may conclude that there 
are other Democrats worthy of confidence and re- 
ward, and may not be disposed to let the ex-mayor 
parcel out the Federal patronage to suit himself. 
Shanahan StriKes a Snag 


The tall sycamore of Shasta has struck a snag 


in his fight for the mint. He has been endorsed 
by the State committee, but some old Bourbon with 
an inconvenient memory has unearthed the 
fact 


that some years ago the Grand Old Siwash of the 
Mountains repudiated and abandoned the Demo- 
cratic party as effete and corrupt and unworthy the 
support of honest men.'' Not satisfied with aban- 
doning the Democratic party to its. fate, he issued a 
pronunciamento, announcing his adhesion to the 
People's Party. 


But Shanahan was welcomed back into the wig- 


wam despite his desertion and contumely, and has 
been elected to office as a Democrat. Still some of 
his party associates who are willing that he should 
occupy a front seat in th'e congregation, question 
his right to one of the biggest pieces when the pie 
is being handed around. And they are not disposed 
to keep quiet about it. 


So Shanahan may have cause to repent his she- 


nanigan with the Populists. 
LooKs Blue For SprecKels ' 


Rudolph will not be appointed Ambassador to 


Berlin. He urged Wilson to make Louis D. Bran- 
deis of Boston his Secretary of the Interior, oppos- 
ing Frank Lane, whom all Pacific Coasters wanted 
and who was looked 'upon as most likely to favor 
San Francisco in the Hetch-Hetchy matter. He went 
against the public sentiment of his State and city' 
to advocate the appointment of a stranger, and has 
lost out'. 


But there's another reason why Rudolph will not 


get the Berlin mission. Gus Spreckels wants his 
son-in-law, Spencer Eddy, former minister to Brazil, 
appointed to a first-class mission. Eddy is a nephew 
of Mrs. Marshall Field, and therefore has influen- 
tial connections aside from those he gained by 
marrying Lurline, the only daughter of Gus Spreck- 
els. He stands well in diplomatic circles, and it is 
understood that President Wilson considers him 
available for a first-class mission and is disposed to 
give him one. 


McCombs, Wilson's political manager, is slated 


for the Paris mission and Charles R. Crane is to be 
Ambassador to Russia. 


It is out of the question that Eddy should be sent 


to the Court of St. James, so if Wilson gives him a 
first-class appointment he must go to Berlin, Vien- 
na or Rome. If Phelan gets the Austrian mission, 
only Berlin and Rome would be left. If Eddy gets 
either, Rudolph Spreckels will have to forego his 
ambition to become a diplomat. 


Besides Wilson could hardly find a man less fitted 


for a diplomatic post than Rudolph Spreckels. It is 
out of the question also that President Wilson 
would give two Ambassadorships to San Francisco.

Dwyer Modifies His Railroad Scheme 


Joe Dwyer, president of the Harbor Commission, 


has modified his street railroad plans. Not long ago 
he gaily proposed ,lo build a four-track street rail- 
road from the ferry building to the exposition 
grounds, at an estimated cost of $3,000,000. 


He was hailed as a public benefactor by the news- 


papers till somebody ventured to inquire if he in* 
tended to build his railroad with the money the peo- 
ple had voted to build docks and wharves.

provement bonds?" was asked.- 


About that time Governor Johnson dropped in at 


the office of the Harbor Commissioners. This is 
the substance of the conversation that followed: 


"Where do you get your- legal authority to build 


that street railroad, Dwyer?" 


"I am looking that up now, Governor." 
"The he—-11 you are! When you've looked that 


up, you had better look up the three millions you 
propose to spend on it. You can't use the bond 
money for that purpose, nor can you spend the 
revenues of the Harbor, Commission for any other 
purpose than those the law designates.

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Marrying an /mperfanf Industry. 


A bill introduced in the Legislature professing to regulate 


dredging for gold in this State will doubtless destroy the indus- 
try, if it should be unfortunate enough to pass. It is aimed par- 
ticularly against the gold-dredging companies operating on the 
Feather, Yuba and American rivers. The bill has doubtless been 
prepared and introduced in the interest of the surviving members 
of the old-time Anti-Debris Association, for since the disposal of 
the debris of hydraulic-mining has been conducted inoffensively 
they have been pasturing on short grass. Gold-dredging seems 
to offer to them a promising field to exploit. 


The claim set up in the bill is that valuable agricultural land 


is being destroyed by the dredgers to recover the gold contained 
in the underlying bedrock and gravel deposit; and that the State 
contains prospectively 200,000 acres of agricultural land adapted 
to dredge-mining which, if the industry is tolerated, will be lost 
forever to the State. 


These charges were made the subject of an official investiga- 


tion about two years ago. The ground on which they were then 
based was that the industry was impairing the navigability of 
the rivers where it was being carried on as well as destroying 
some of the finest agricultural lands in the State. The report of 
the official investigating committee showed conclusively that the 
dredging operations were improving the navigability of the 
streams and making broad agricultural bottom lands forming 
their banks less liable to overflow during times of flood; that the 
introduction of a new and profitable industry of rock-crushing, 
created by the disposal of the spoil discharged by the dredging 
machines, was removing the cobble stone heaps and converting 
them into a valuable marketable commercial commodity. At the 
same time, the land in the wake of the rock-crushers is being 
leveled by their operations and restored to agricultural uses. It 
has, in fact, been conclusively proved to be as well-adapted after 
being worked over for its gold contents and a profitable by-pro- 
duct extracted from the debris as it was before the original sur- 
face was disturbed by the dredgers. The charges made against 
the industry are really ridiculous, for dredging for gold, which 
cannot be recovered by any other process from where nature has 
deposited it in paying quantities, -is unquestionably the least ob- 
jectionable form of mining that has-, ever been introduced into 
this or any other State. 


Gold-dredging in the Feather and Yuba river beds and banks 


has unquestionably been very profitable to the enterprising 
companies who have invested many millions of dollars in the 
operating plant. The industry is adding approximately $5,000,- 
000 a year to the metallic wealth of the State, much of which is 
going steadily into the development of large enterprises of ines- 
timable industrial value to the people generally. And this devel- 
opment is attracting capital from other parts of the country for 
investment in industrial plants whose profitable operation is 
made possible by it. 


The corporation owning the gold-dredgers operating on the 


American river is using their output for-the reclamation and irri- 
gfttion of other land which it possesses in the neighborhood and 
which Is practically worthless in its natural condition for any 
purpose. The reclamation of land for agricultural uses is going 
on at the ratio of sixty acres to one acre of agricultural land 
dredged for gold. 


None ot the corporations engaged in gold-dredging is work- 


ing on land owned either by the State or by anyone else except 
itself. The land was bought for dredge-mining. The price paid 
for it was much in excess of its value for agricultural uses. 
Ethically and legally, the dredging company has a right to do 
what it likes with its own property if it does not create a nui- 
sance or damages the property of its neighbors. 


If the charges against the dredging corporations that they 


,are destroying the land they own for a special use by their 
.method of treatment were true, it is not plain that any .valid 
grievance could lie against them, provided that in the work of 
destruction they committed no public nuisance or injured any- 
body else's property. But the evidence is conclusive that they ars 
not destroying their land; that their treatment of it results in 
great profit to themselves without injuring or impoverishing 
others; that the operation adds immensely to the resources of the 
State, and that the land is finally restored into as good if not bet- 
ter condition for the original use to which it was adapted.

Fishing Trusts Restraining Trade. 


The manager of the Fishermen's Crab Union Protective As- 


sociation denies that a corner in the supply of crustaceans to con- 
sumers exists. It is not denied that the number of crabs mar- 
keted is regulated so as to meet the ordinary consumption with- 
out disturbing the price per dozen arbitrarily fixed by the crab 
trust. If there were no trust the market price would be regu- 
lated by the daily catch — which is the source of supply and in 
which the crab-catchers as well as the crab-consumers should be 
mutually interested. To hold over the apparent surplus of any 
given day's catch to maintain an arbitrarily set price works 
against the interests of the fisherman1 and the consumer. The 
middleman is the only one benefited. The toiler in the sea must 
minimize his «fforts the following day and thereby reduce his 
legitimate capacity to earn; the consumer must pay the piper 
the arbitrary price decided by the middleman and contract his 
purchases according to the limits of his purse. 


As a matter of fact every branch of the fishing interests of 


the State has become a trust organized unlawfully for the re- 
straint of trade and the exclusive profit of the few constituting 
it* membership. 
The Vanderbiltian pronunciamento — The Pub- 


lic Be Damned — is the controlling idea in every case. The Fed- 
ertl government and the State are supporting hatcheries at great 
expense to propagate trout, salmon and other edible fishes to 
Maintain the stock in the fresh water streams, in the tidewaters 
of 'the bay and on the fishing grounds along the ocean shore, os- 
tensibly to keep up the cheap food supply of the people at large. 


The pertinent question is : Who is getting the benefit of this 


costly philanthropic work of the State and the Federal jrovern- 


Does any sane and observant citizen think for one minute 


th*t the consumers of the State, who contribute the money 
through indirect taxation for the support of these hatcheries and 
thfe police patrols employed by the State to prevent a violation of 
the laws enacted for the conservation of a cheap food fish sup- 
ply, derive any benefit from the artificial Propagation and pro- 
tective measures ?

No, Cordelia, an inquisitive person isn't 


necessarily a questionable character 


Greater Wealth in Ctpper Than Cold. 


The superior value of the base metal deposits in the State 


over the precious metals is exemplified in a marked degree in 
the report of the mineral output of Shasta County. It ranks as 
the first county in California as a copper producer and only the 
fifth as a producer of gold. It also holds the premier position in 
the list of counties as a silver producer. But California is a very 
indifferent producer of the White metal, all of which is really 
obtained as a by-product of smelting or refining or both. O£ the 
total value of the annual mineral product of the county, approxi- 
mately 75 per cent is represented by copper. The copper veins 
worked in the county yield nearly $6,000,000 a year. The value 
of the other mineral products combined amounts in round num- 
bers to about $2,500,000, $1,500,000 of which is gold. 


" It is only about fifteen years, however, since the base metal 


deposits in Shasta County began to be exploited and treated ag, 
base metal propositions. The association of copper with 
the 


gold and silver in the ore was regarded as a rebellious intrusion 
and to win the precious metals processes adapted for the reduc- 
tion of refractory ores were adopted to get rid of the base metals. 
Several fortunes were wrecked in the attempt to work the Iron 
Mountain mine on those lines. 


It remained for an English cpmpany to reverse methods and 


results—to deal with the great ore body in sight as a base metal 
proposition, extracting the copper and lead by smelting first and j 
afterward by a supplementary process of refining the matte, 
recovenng the precious metals as by-products. The reversal of 
the methods made an immensely valuable property out of 
the 


mine which failed to pay expenses when worked for only the gold

All of the Shasta County mines lying in the copper belt are 


yielding enormous profits as base metaj producers and giving 
steady employment to thousands of men. They are, moreover, 
making it profitable to work the low-grade gold quartz mines in 
the county lying outside the copper belt, by furnishing a mar- 
ket at the smelters for their ore, where it is used as a flux. 


California contains enormous deposits of bavse metal, such as 


iron and lead, which will sooner or later prove of vastly greater 
value to the State than the gold mines. What has been lacking 
to make a success of mining this class of base metal deposits is a 
smelting fuel that will perform the functions of and serve as a 
substitute for coke. A process of smelting iron ore in an electric I 
iuriiHce has been in operation lor two or three years at hemet, 
Shasta County, with a certain degree of success; and latterly, itj 
is claimed that a process has been discovered whereby mineral' 
oil can be successfully and economically used for the smelting of, 
iron ore and the announcement was recently made that an ex-i 
periment will soon be initiated to apply it to a large 
deposit 


lying in one of the southern counties. Whenever it is demon- 
strated conclusively that iron ore can be smelted profitably into 
electricity or fuel oil, then the mining of base metals wili loom. 
ahead of all branches of the mining industry, besides giving birth I 
to ft multitude of other industries employing large bodies of [ 
skilled workers which cold and silver mining cannot develop.

contract for construction of this line wns 
let on April 12, 1012. Tho line runs from 
AJJenade, In tho State of C'oaliulJa, on 
the old Mexican International road, to 
Las Vacas, on the Rio Grande, opposite 
Del Rln. Tex., nnd will connect with tho 
line of the 
Kansas 
City, 
Mexico & 


Orient Railway, now under construction. 
The total length of the line is 118 kilo- 
meters, or !iO miles, to the hacienda of 
San Carlos." 


Tho line runs through good agricultural 


countryf susceptible 
of great develop- 


ment. 
Already a number of Irrigation 


projects are under way. On the San Car- 
los hacienda there are 
70,000 acres of 


irrlgateu lands. Tho products raised are 
principally cotton, corn, and beans.

IS REMARKABLE ATHLETE 


Workhorse of Ihe While Sox Has Been in 


Ihe Game for Eleven Years 


Amongst the visiting White Sox who 


V«.re the guests of Oakland is one dark 
ilialred, eood natured, good looking giant 
/whose capacity for- work has been the 
I butt for many a, witlclsra and auilp 
' country.

Just eleven'years ago. July 9 next, the 
Bridgeport and Merlden clubs of the Con- 
necticut State Leaguo met at Bridgeport 
on the field of battle. These two clubi 
had met bet before and they have met 
since, but this particular game deserves 


i to bo especially remembered In baseball 
f history for it marked the first appearance 
Von a league diamond of one who has since 
become famous wherever the language of 
baseball is spoken. 
There pitched for Merlden on that 


eventful day ono ull. dark haired youth 


i before whom the Bridgeport players acted 
rjlko like a lot of amateurs. It was the 
'Butcher's flrst professional experience, but 
9t the end of the ninth inning the score 
. was 2-0 In favor Merldon. Edward Walsh, 
, lor It was none other than he. had allowed 
but five scattered hits. 
Ed Walsh, famous hurler of tho Chicago 


• White Sox and the "iron .man" of all 
• modern -pitchers, oHiolifled from the Jump. 
fProm the first ball pitched in that first 
game his march to the highest goal of 


• success has been • paved with sensational 
' stunts and wonderful achievements. 
Kis firnt season out for Mcriden ho won 
slxSren out of twenty-dno 
games 
ho 
twirled 
He was with them the following 
year, or until January 28, pitching over 
twenty games. During the time he was 
with Meriden, Ed took part In almost 
every game, playing an outfield position 
when not on tho firing line. In those days 
Walsh was some batter and won much 
Irenown in this department of the game. 
About that time Ed began to ask himself 


whether he should pitch or swat his way 
to fame. 
Tho question was answered 
when the Newark Club of the Eastern 
League annexed him. 
In that circuit 
Walsh sustained his reputation as a reg- 
ular glutton for work. Outside of taking 
his regular turn In the box, Ed was Used 
constantly as a pinch hitter and pinch 
pitcher. It was as a hurler. however, and 
not as a. batter that Walsh blossomed 
forth at Newark. 
At the close of 1903 the Chicago Ameri- 
cans scoured the name of Ed Walsh to a 
contract. The first two years with Chi- 
cago he made a poor showing; but in 1906 
he started the career which has since 
given him the title of "iron man." 
His best aeasOn was In 1008. when he 
led the leUKtte In almost every department 
of the pitching £nm<% having eleven ehiit- 
out games—full nine Inning affairs—to his 
credit. 
That season he fought that never-to-be- 
forgotten pitching duel with the great 
"Addle" Joss. "Ed" lost out in ono of the 
greatest and moat scientific exhibitions 
of hurling ever pulled off in any league. 
With fifteen strikeouts to his credit in 
eight innings ho framed up a record in 
that respect. 
In 1910 Walsh made many remarkable 
records, pitching six overtime games ot 
14, 14, 15, 15, 16 innings respectively 
August 4 he pitched that memorable 16- 
Inning- srame ng-alnit thi- AthMIcn and 
"Jack" Coombs, ho^ir? "Jo-cit" going tt>a 
whole route to an 0-0 finish. 
His pitching record is woven and Inter- 
woven with such marvelous pitching feats. 
Today ho is considered by many expert 
critics to be the most valuable pitcher In 
tho game, Todav he is at the zenith of 
his power. With his magnificent physique 
and strong right arm he looks good to 
last many years.

-the shore from Berkeley to Alameda. 
lumber wharves are seen at frequent 
intervals, and Oakland harbor is lined 
on both sides with lumber piers. 
One of the biggest recent develop- 
ments in Oakland's lumber trade, and 
probably one of the biggest features 
of the coa^t industry, is the installa- 
tion of the huge electric cranes for 
handling lumber, built nt the lot-al 
yards of the C. A. Smith Company.

Auto-polo is f~eally a prame of polo such 
as is played In every part of the country 
and is known as 
the sreat English 
pastime. The exception is that instead of 
a "string; of polo ponies there IB substi- 
tuted an automobile. A smal car Is used 
for several .reasons, one of them being 
that shorter turns may be made and tho 
car can be handled to greater advantage. 
With a largo car tho game 
would of 
necessity be slow, but with tho small car 
that is used there is never a -lack of ex- 
citement.

It Is not an uncommon thtnp for. one 


of the cars to bo overturned during ono 
of the periods of the game and some- 
times it happens that the cars are over- 
turned several times during the progress 
of a p;amc.

used In the pony polo game a larpre medi- 
cine ball Is substituted. Tho mallets used 
by the mallet men aro somewhat larger 
than a croquet mallet.

In reality, the driver of tho car is tho 
more Important oC the two, for It de- 
pends on his skill as a driver to steer 
the cai- around, maneuvering so as to 
bring tho mallet man. Into play. 


MUST LEARN TO JUMP. 
Quick action in starting, stopping:, re- 
versing nnd turning the car aro essential 
and It is these elementa that raako the 
game both dangerous and 
fascinating. 
Too quick to turn will many times causo 
tho speeding little car to turn turtle. It 
is then up to both tho driver ami tho 
mallet-man to Jump clear of their iron 
steed. 
Those -who have not witnessed a game 
can hardly conceive of the quickness 
with which theao drivers handle their 
cars and It Is usually necessary tor them 
to witness a gamo before 'they can be- 
come enthused. 
Tlie earn themselves nre stripped of 
every surplus pleca. Tlior Is simply the 
steel chassis left and a hoop is placed 
over both the rear part of.the car nnd 
the. radiator. 
Those hoops prevent tho 


nmashlng of the-steering gear In case tho 
car turns turtle; 
The' lightness of

earn enables tho-. driver and mallet-man 
to right their car1 and continue tho game 
with quickness.

"1 think I am in a. position to m<ike an 


appeal to the citizens of Berkeley on be- 
half of these bonds. 1 am now your Cit- 
izen-Mayor, as It -were. I am not a. can- 
didate for office, and I stand as a citizen 
in this campaign and make mj appeal to 
-sou as a citizen who has !-pent two years 
in the study of our municipal needs 


"The 
City of Berkeley Is auay behind 


in its municipal equipment in every re- 
spect. It *-«ould be nothing- short of a 
calamity to vote these bonds down at the 
present time. The condition of t.ie west- 
ern portion of tho city, owing to unsani- 
tary sewers, is a positive disgrace. The 
present sewer system will become a per- 
manent and final improvement of sewage 
conditions. 


"As for the paltry $95,000 for flrehouses 


and fire fighting apparatus, it seems to me 
that there should not be a single vote 
against it.

siche Zeltung" and others, who assert 
that an agreement on the basis of sixteen 
.'English, battleships to ten German has 
bean reached, and undoubtedly right. 


Anybody who notices the tone of the 


German press as a whole cannot help but 
see that even if a. few jingoes still growl 
against England, their voices are falling 


(upon deaf ears, and England is no longer 
daily 
proclaimed 
the 
inevitable 
and 


treacherous enemy, and terrifying visions 
of Impossible anti-German coalitions have 
ceased to" rob the German Michel of his 
sleep. 


Anglophobia In Germany, if not actually 


killed, has at least received a serious 
knockout blow. 


The""Vossische" says the fleet maniacs 


•will find new disciples for theii doctrine 
of Inevitable war. Certainly something is 
gained by the fact that "inevitable war" 
has been, put further off and is no 
longer an affair of next spring or next 
autumn, as It has .been for some years 
There is a. breathing interval, ghing time 
for much water to flow under the bridges. 


And in the meantime in the absence of 
nightmares of coalitions, and day dreams 
of Invasions, there Is time for agreements 
on many points where English and Ger- 
man Interests would profit by compromise 
and still more by co-operation, thus pro- 
viding a material basis for Tnutual confi- 
dence which, as the late Herr von Kin- 
flerlen-'Waechter thought, is better than 
Jealous discussions of building programs.

According to forest service bulletin 115 
the best stands of western hemlock are 
found In the roast region and through

BOSTON. March 8.—More than three 


fourihs of Back Bay families are child- 
less. 
In the others the "children" often are 
beyond the age of 17. In connection with 
the brnad question of church progress, 
the Rev. Austen de BIols detailed four 
lieutenants to collect statistics from fam- 
ilies In the Back Bay. 
The four investigators went 
through 
the aristocratic rectangle, the ends of 
which are marked by Arlington street 
and Massachusetts avenue, and the aides 
ol -which are Boylston street and 
tnn 
Chajles river. 
This territory Is five blocks -wide and 
eight blocks long, a total of 40 blocks, 
and an almost purely residential sec- 
tion. - , 
The •Investigators reported on 732 fam- 
ilies. 
This is the number 
of 
families 
from -which definite Information was ob- 
tained. 
The melancholy result -was as follows: 
Of the 732 families, B9fl have no chil- 
dren. 
There are 372 children In the remain- 


ing- 173 homed. This Is a fraction over 
two children to each of the 173 homes. 


DIVINE SUMMARIZES. 


After examlnlhur the findings of his In- 
vestigators, Dr. De Blols snld: 
"It appears that less than one-quarter 


of these Sack Bay families have children 
In their homes. 
It should be said also 
tlidt in many of these cases the 'children' 
are almost young men and younK women, 
being of or beyond the aga of i".
